• Degree requirements and a suggested program plan are attached. 

o This is a full Associate in Arts program. 

o Four (4) courses will be held at the Joffrey Ballet, while the others will be 
held at HWC. 

o The program is financial aid eligible. 

o Jennifer will let us know what additional equipment, if any, is needed for 
students to participate. Equipment (like shoes) is not covered currently by 
Financial Aid, but she is working on it. 
o The first five classes are being run this fall 2018. 

■ There are no prerequisites for the 100-level courses in fall; all students
